After the scouts fought the flames for 
a time, mountaineers and forest rang­ 
ers appeared and helped extinguish 
the blaze. 
To Receive Medals 
The chief forest ranger for the dis­ 
trict promised the scouts that each 
would receive a medal from the state 
far his services in helping to fight the 
fire.

Severe Electrical Storm 
Strikes Gettysburg Late 
Sunday; Damage is Heavy 


Four Cows Are Killed; Middle West and North­ 
east Hard Hit As Western Storm In Tor­ 
nado Aspect Sweeps Large Area; Sev- 
> 
eral Killed And Many Injured. 


An electrical storm of mid-summer 
intensity 
vented 
its 
fury upon Gettysburg and Adams county in the form of rain and 
hail Sunday afternoon. 
Rising swiftly over the crest of the South Mountain, the 
black pall of storm-laden clouds extinguished the light of the 
sun. and made mid-afternoon as dark as the coming of night. 
With the swiftness of a striking snake, the storm unleashed its 
fury, driving all forms of human, animal and bird life to cover. 
Sharp, brilliant Mashes of lightning, intermingled with the 
almost steady rumble and crash of thunder, which caused earth 
tremors, accompanied the torrential downpour of rain and hail, 
which fell for more than three-quarters of an hour. 
As the storm, which blew’ in from the southwest and west, 
drove headlong toward Gettysburg, it divided, one branch strik­ 
ing with exceptional fury south of town, and the other biting 
the northern end of the county. 
Although the storm divided 
as it rushed eastward, Gettysburg did not escape, and the town 
was drenched with the rainfall. 
Trees were uprooted 
in

parts of the county, and many were 
splintered and shattered by hissing 
bolts of lightning. 
The high wind, 
which accompanied the storm, blew 
heavy articles about, at one place on

The flames spread so quickly that 
only a few jars of preserves were 
taken from the home. An attempt was 
made to remove some of the furniture 
but the flames kept all persans from 
entering the home.

HEALTH TALKS 


The health talk of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health is prepared this 
week by Dr. John Donnelly, chief, field 
service section, bureau of child health. 
Dr. Donnelly says: 
“Mother’s milk is a powerful weap­ 
on for combating infant deaths 
and 
preventing diarrhoea. 
It is the Lest 
foisn of life insurance for a baby. 
Nature provides mother’s milk, the 
food necessary for supplying every­ 
thing that is needed for the baby’s 
growth and development, and so it is 
the natural food of babies, and made 
just for them. 
It has no substitutes; 
no other food is just as good. 
It is 
always fresh, clean, pure, sweet, safe 
and readily digested. • 
“ Breast feeding is simple, conven­ 
ient, cheap and requires little train­ 
ing. 
Babies should be nursed regu­ 
larly at three or four hour intervals. 
It is well to alternate the breasts at 
each feeding so as to make sure that 
they are emptied completely. 
This 
will help retain the milk supply and 
prevent congestion and ‘caking.’ 
•'When every mother knows how per­ 
ilous is the first year of life and the 
greater protection afforded her baby 
by breast milk, fewer babies will be 
weaned unnecessarily, and when this 
comes to pass, there will be a corre­ 
sponding increase in the number of 
babies w'ho survive the first year and 
start the real business of living equip- 
l>ed with strength and stamina 
to
